Forms for filing federal income 
tax returns are being received by

Several slight changes have been 
made in the 1928 income tax law, 
according to Deputy Collector G. 
Frank Lindemuth, of this district. 
The most important o f these is the 
fact that a widower is now1 group­ 
ed in the single man's class and he 
must file a return if he has earned 
$1,500 of more during 1927. 
The 
widower, how’ever, is entitled to 
the usual deductions allowed for 
dependents. 
The deputy collectors 
at the 
York-Ada ms revenue office expect 
to complete before the end o f this 
week 
the 
annual 
inventory of 
cigar and tobacco manufacturers 
and dealers in York 
and 
Adams 
counties. They are being aided in 
the completion of this work by 
three additional deputies. 
. All single men who have earned 
$1,500 or more and married men 
whose income has been $3,500 or 
more must file regardless of the 
number of dependents or possible 
reasons for exem ption. 
Others of 
these classes whose income have 
not approached these figures do 
not have to file. 
Married 
men, 
widowers and single men will be 
entitled to the deduction allowed 
under the 1927 law1, according to 
Mr. Lindemuth.

One change in the recent law' 
that was pointed out deals with 
the sale of real estate. 
Under the 
old law if a man sold a property 
and received 25 per cent of the 
total purchase price he was com^ 
pelled to make a return for the en­ 
tire sale price. 
Th * new' law pre­ 
scribes that it will be necessary 
for the seller to receive at least 
40 per cent of the total purchase 
price before he

A mother and three of her children, one ll months 
old. perished in flames which destroyed the home of A. B. 
<’. Williams, near York Springs, Wednesday night. 
A part of the m other’s body was recovered from the 
ruins this morning while the body of one of the children 
burned almost to a crisp was carried from the burning 
dwelling during the height of the fire by the frantic 
lather.

Almeta. the infant, seated on the lap of Ruth, was 
splattered by the burning oil and the eldest daughter 
dropped the child in a paroxysm of fright and rushed 
from the room, beating out the flames which had ignited 
her own dress. 
Mrs. W illiams, apparently blinded by the flames, ran 
screaming through the house and attempted to ascend 
the stairs, spreading the flames as she went.
